“The adult fly is a two winged 
insect that is about the size and 
shape of a common house fly. 
The body is black, yellow, and 
white. The wings are clear with 
black and yellow markings. The 
adult fly does not feed on fruits. 
It is able to feed on liquids only. 

"The female fly has a sharp- 
pointed egg laying organ at the 
rear of the body which she 
sticks through the skin of fruits 
to make a small cavity in the 
rind or pulp. Usually, from one 
to ten eggs pass through the egg 
laying organ into the cavity. 
The hole through the rind of the 
fruit is so small that it cannot, 


but later a yellow spot forms 
around it. Other females may 
lay in the same hole. Each fly 
lays from 200 to 600 eggs in her 
life time. 

"The eggs hatch in 2 to 20 
days into whitish maggots that 
look somewhat like worms. 
They come to a point at the 
head end where a small dark 
spot can be seen. This spot is a 
part of small hooks that the 
maggots uses to pull food into 
its body and burrow through 
the pulp of the fruit. Maggots 
feed within the fruit for 10 to 
45 days before becoming full 
grown at which time they are 
little more than one-fourth inch 
long. If full grown maggots are 
taken from the fruit and placed 
on a smooth surface they will 
curl up and jump into the air. 
Eating infested fruit will cause 
one no harm but I am sure that 
few of us would enjoy it if we 
were aware of it. ~ 

“Usually, the infested  ffuit 

will fall to the ground by the 
time the maggot becomies full 
grown. It cuts a hole in the skin 
of the fruit and burrows into 
the soil to a depth of two inches 
or less or seeks shelter under 
any object laying on the ground. 
Here it forms a hard shell 
around itself and is no longer 
capable of movement. This is 
the pupa or the resting stage of 
the insect. This stage lasts from 
10 to 50 days and when it is 
completed, the maggot has be- 
come an adult winged fly. The 
fly breaks through th hard shell 
and pushes itself up through the 
soil to the open air. The fly 
mates and if a female soon be- 
gins to lay eggs and the cycle is 
started all over again, 
"If given suitable food and 
deprived of material on which 
to lay eggs a fly may live up 
to one year. Under favorable 
conditions a life cycle may take 
place in 17.days. Depending up- 
on the climate there are from 
one to twelve or more genera- 
tions per year in various parts 
of the world. In this count 
some injury by the Mediterran- 
ean fruit fly would probably 
occur as far north as North 
Carolina or southern Virginia
